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NORWAY TENDERS GREAT OVATION TO ROALD AMUNDSEN

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FTER an absence of twenty-eight 
days in the arctic regions, during 
which time the world had given 

him up as lost, Captain Roald Amundsen, 
Lincoln Ellsworth, the American, and 
their comrades returned to a royal wel- 
come amid the thunder of salutes from 
the Akershus Fortress at Oslo, the capi- 
tal of Norway, after a daring but unsuc- 
cessful attempt to reach the North Pole 
by airplane. ' 

The rejoicing reached its height at the 
Bridge of Honor, the landing place of the 
explorer and his party, a pier where 
members of the royal families and celeb- 
rities usually land. In open carriages 
laden with flowers they were driven 
through the gayly decorated streets to 
the royal palace, where they were re- 
ceived by King Haakon. 

All the expedition were decorated with

the Royal Order of St. Olaf, with the ex- 
ception of Captain Amundsen,who has the 
highest degree of that order, having been 
awarded this after his discovery of the 
South Pole. King Haakon, however, pre- 
sented the explorer with a gold medal for 
civic merit. Following this, the party 
reviewed a parade of athletic societies. 

In the evening King Haakon gave a 
special dinner in honor of the explorers, 
to which the highest dignitaries were in- 
vited. The following day was given over 
to popular festivities on the grounds of 
the old Akershus fortress. Speeches were 
made by prominent officials and Captain 
Amundsen gave a brief account of his 
airplane journey over the polar wastes. 

Had Amundsen discovered the pole or 
a new continent he could not have been 
tendered a greater reception than that 
given by his compatriots.

hospital ship for babies and sick 

children in the world. This is the 
Boston Floating Hospital, which began 
its 1925 season of mercy on June 30. 
True, one or two other cities have float- 
ing hospital barges for sick children, 
which make trips down their harbors; 
but the Boston Floating Hospital is the 
ynly completely equipped hospital ship 
solely for the treatment of sick 
and ailing children during the Summer 
months. It has a capacity of 250 pa- 
tients and their accompanying mothers, 
nurses and attending physicians. 

It is a model, too, of what a mercy 
ship of this kind should be. There are 
two spacious main decks, the upper one 
jevoted to two large main wards, fitted 
with cribs for sick babies, and two 
smaller wards, one each on the forward 
and after decks. Each sick baby has a 
separate food formula, prepared by the 
physician who diagnosed its case, and 
this food is prepared for it especially 
for each feeding in the diet laboratory 
in charge of a skilled chemist and as- 
sistants. Trained nurses administer this 
food under the watchful supervision of 
the physicians, each nurse caring for 
four babies. There are seventy-five 
nurses connected with the institution—

thirteen head nurses and sixty-two pupil 
nurses (post-graduate)—under the di- 
rection of a Superintendent of Nurses; 
a consulting staff of ten doctors, with 
an auxiliary staff of twelve more, and 
a visiting physician, besides many in- 
ternes who serve voluntarily in the 
course of their medical training. 

Two trips are made daily, the ship 
starting at 8:30 and staying down the 
harbor all day; again starting in the 
evening and staying out all night— 
at anchor. In this way the capacity of 
the ship is doubled. The nursing and 
medical staff are of course divided into 
day and night watches, and there are 
day and night crews. 

The hospital has a “follow-up” sys- 
tem, also, of “on-shore” nurses, who 
visit the homes, try to ascertain the 
cause of the sickness of the child, to im- 
prove the home’s sanitary conditions and 
to teach the rest of the family how to 
care for the child as well as themselves. 

This institution is supported entirely 
by charity, through the generous gifts 
of friends, churches, Sunday schools, 
&c. On the staff in the past few years, 
studying the cases on board and ad- 
ministering to them, have been many 
noted physicians from all over the Unit- 
ed States as well as from abroad.

COM 0 Fast; Hit Hard,” the 
motto emblazoned on the cap 
and shoulder badges of the 
602d Coast Artillery (Railway) Corps, is 
being put into practice this week by the 
forty officers of the regiment, who are 
having their annual instructional camp 
at Fort Hancock, Sandy Hook. 

Their weapons are 12-inch mortars on 
railway mountings, mobile guns that can 
throw a projectile ten miles from any 
place where a railway line is in existence 
or where one can be built, and the 12- 
inch barbette rifles that have a similar 
range and fire high explosive and armor- 
piercing shells weighing more than half 
a ton. 

Theoretically, New York was attacked 
last week by an enemy fleet. The bat- 
tleship division was sighted steaming in 
double column intent on blowing Man- 
hattan to pieces, but before one shot left 
the enemy guns Fort Hancock was in 
action. Every man had his place and 
knew what to do. If the attack had been 
made on Montauk Point, the regiment 
would have been in action there just as 


fast. It lives true to its motto and it 
“moves fast.” It moves just as fast 
as a railway locomotive can pull the 
guns. 

These 12-inch mortars point their grim 
muzzles high in the sky when they are 
ready to be fired and the half ton of high 
explosive drops- almost perpendicularly 
on the deck of a battleship. 

Just as efficient as the mobile mortars 
are the barbette mounted rifles that con- 
stitute the main defense of Fort Han- 
cock. These are used by the Seventh 
Coast Artillery Regiment, the permanent 
garrison of the fort, that is commanded 
by Colonel E. D. Martindale, U. S. A. 

These most modern implements of war 


have a range of 33,000 yards, nearly 19. 


miles, and the charge of 292 pounds of 
powder throws a shell that weighs 1,070 
pounds. The barbette rifles do not move 
fast, but they do hit hard. And they can- 
not only hit hard but they can keep on 
hitting hard. Less than five minutes is 
taken for them to get into action and, 
once in action, the shells belch forth with 
the rapidity of small-gun fire.
